Before delivery of ‘Tea is made the 
scales shall bo tested by the standard 
weights. All holders of scales aro re- 
quired to be impartial, Auy fraction of 
one pound in each chest is uot to be 
reckoned. In taking the tare a fraction 
reaching half-n-pound in each chest is to be 
included. It is found that the custom 
in selling Toa in Foreign countries is the 
throwing off of one pound per chest for 
the benefit of the buyer, and the Foreign 
Merchants at Haukow wanted in past 
yoars to imitate this practice, but the 
‘Teamen- thinking it an innovation, would 
not, accede and the consequence was that 
the evil grow worse. Now the Teamen 
have, consented to allow the reduction of 
1-lb: por ‘half-chest, and $b. per box (of 
16 catties) in the computation of weights. 
Besides. this no. exaction. of ‘any-kind-in 
weight ‘shall be made. ° The short calling 
of-weight:is strictly prohibited.

‘Tue Notification with respect to toa 
weighting in Hankow which appoars 
in our advertising colamus forms a 
sorry comment upon commercial mora- 
lity in the Far East, It was remarked 
some years ago by oue competent to 
form au opinion, that however far- 
seeing and clevor a man of business 
might be, astriotly honest merchant lad 
bat a poor chance of earniug n liveli- 
hood in China since telegeaphic com- 
munication with Earope and the open- 
ing of the Suez Canal have placed men 
of all capacities upon an equal footing. 
Commissions have been cut down to 
a figure that leaves no margia for 
profit to the commision-merchaut, and 
indeed is insufficient to cover hiscommon 
working exponses. Iu the old days of 
sailing vessels, when the mails came 
in once a month, there was no such 
strange praotice as that which prevails 
to-day, of seuding a crowd of more or 
less inexperienced janiors up the river 
to enter into a fisrce competition 
among themselves for the purchase of 
new season’s tens. ‘he auworthy 
artifices—we have heard far rougher 
names applied than this—resorted to 
by merchnuts in the weighing of tens, 
against which the Tea Guild is now 
seeking to protect itself, were thou 
unknown, or nearly so; whereas now, 
one of the first lessons impressed apon | 
the young ch‘a-szee on his arrival is the 
secret of obtaining “good” weight— 














and whatthis means Leis not long iu find- 


ing out. It is diffioalt to believe, at the 
the first blash, that Chinese tea-men, 
who are generally supposed to have 
more than the ordinary share of com- 


q mercial shrewdness, should allow them. 


selves to be thas taken advantage of 
by youths who aro only just out of 
their approntice-ship to trade, “The 
faot is, however, that they have to cou- 
tend with a system, and a system that 
has already taken deep root iu China, 
They aro between two fires—the 
foreiga bayer on the one hand, the 
broker on the other, The latter 
wants to earn his commission, the 
former to ranke a profit on his pur. 
chase; and the first step towards 
ensuring this proGt is to get two or 
three more pounds per chest, of the 
article, than he pays for, That he 
generally succeeds is, we believe, a 
fact which it is equally useless to blink 
or to deny. ‘It is not expressly stated 
that the scales are deliberately fulsi- 
fied. But a practive exists in whiob, 
by quick mauipulation on the part of 
the godowuman, the objeot of which is to 
proveut the tea-mau from sorutinising 
the index with precision, the poraon 
who superintonds the weighing calls 
out the weights as less than they really 
are. Ab first, when this practice was 
in its infauoy, it was detooted and pro- 
tested against. The explanation given 
was that the trade in Loudon insisted ou 
au allowance of oue pound being made 
to the buyer ou every chest aud halt. 
chest, so that it was necessary to obtain 
it in the first instance from the: seller, 
‘Tho tea-ien still vbjected; but the mid. 
dlemen, in order to facilitate busines: 
gave in, aud their principals, thus de. 
serted, were forced to submit to an 
exaction which soou took up its place 
as one of the customs of the trade, 
Had the abuse stopped here it is possi« 
ble that the dealers might Lave pros 
tocted themselves to some extent; bab 
theic unscrupulous opponents, Laviug 
obtaiued an incb, began to scheme for 
ells. The oue pound per chest waa 
not enough, aud two, or even three, 
ponuds were extorted from the dealer, 
It is further asserted that the native 
tea-mon have had cause to deplore the 
supercession of the old platform scale 
by others of more ingenious makos 
nud it is indisputable that theie dissa. 
tisfaction grew deeper aud more ine 
tense with time. The practices com. 
plained of did uot stny at the port 
where they were commenced, but soon 
spread to Shanghai and Fuochow; aud 
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so bad has it become that the native 
brokers do not hesitate to name certain 
prominent hongs by whom it is carried 
on so uublushingly as to reflect seri- 
ously upon tho reputation of foreign 
merchants for the commonest recti- 
tude. It is difficult to read the Notifi- 
cation now issued by the tea-mou, and 
to feel that they have been driven to 
take measures to protect themselves 
against dishonest practices, without a 
een seuse of humiliation. Herbert 
Spencer has laid down the uncompro- 
mising proposition, in bis Essays on 
Social Subjects, that an honest mer- 
chant will soon become a baukrapt. 
_ Woe should bo sorry to think that the 
morality of trade is at so low an ebb 
as this dictum would imply ; at the 
samo time, there can bo no doubt that tho 
scrupulously honest weigher of teas iu 
China stands at a frightful disadvantage 
to his neighbours, and that some part of 
the discredit belongs to the tea-houses 
in Mining Laue, It is satisfactory, 
however, to hear that the teamen have 
entored into arrangements which aro 
calcnlated to shield them from similar 
impositions in fature, and that by 
reference to a paid foreign arbitrator 
all possible disputes will be at once 
and finally settled. The Chamber of 
Commerce will no doubt do all that is 
required for the protection of native 
merchants and the maintenance of 
Commercial integrity ou tho pact of 
.one and all. There is, we say, much 
causo for satisfaction in this assurance ; 
but it is none the less Ismentable that 
such abuses should exist as reuder 
public action necessary.

He was 
an energetic and enthusiastic member of 
the S.V.C. Ho joined at the resuecitation 
in 1870 and for some time was Captain of 
No. 1 Company which appointment he 
subsequent resigned prior to proceeding 
home, At the time of his death he hel 
the samo rank in the recently formed No. 
3 Co. Ho was also a momber of tho 
Defence Committes. As a morchant, a 
volunteer officer and a private gentleman 
he was universally esteemed and respected, 
and his uatimely and melancholy deat 
will be sincerely mourned by all who kuew 
him, both in the East and athome. At the 
expressed wish of his friends, the funoral 
will not be a military one.—The funeral 
took place at 4 p.m. on Friday and was 
most numerously attended. The heads 
and members of firms nnd banks were fully 
represented, and the officers and mombers 
of the S.V.0. mustered in strong force. 
I neo to the wish of the deceased's 
friends the latter were, of course, in plain 
clothes, but they would most gladly havo 
turned out in uniform, had it been left to 
theie own inclinations, to pay the last 
military honours to a much respected 
officer who has laid down his sword for 
ever, The funeral service was road by 
the Rey. W. J. Boone, ‘The broast- 
plate on the coflin contained the simple 
inseription, ‘Alexander Sim, died 18th 
January, 1883, aged 36 years.” On tho lid 
of tho cofiin was placed a cross beautifully 
made of ferns of various kinds interaporaed 
with white camolias and geraniums, 

On Thursday afternoon the interprotor 
or broker of the silk firm of tho Red 
Peacock chop which has suspended pay- 
ment owing about ninety — thousand 
tacls, a man named Chen Shen-chui, 
was walking on the streot when he 
was sot upon by a crowd of bankers, 
creditors of the firm, who carried him off 
to a house whore they hung him up'by 
the queue, so that his feet were off the 
ground, and maltreated him by bo 
and in other ways. A foroignor who lives 
next door heard the disturbanes and 
formed the police, some of whom were 
sont to the house, where they found tl 
man still hanging. He was taken to 1) 
Police Station for pr: ftor which 
‘a number of bankers repaired there and 
and clamoured for him to be given up to 
them. As appears to be usual in such 
cases the bankers stated their intention, if 
the man camo into their power, of biting 
him to dosth and eating him afterwards, 
and a very intelligent Chinese informe 
us that there is no doubt they would 
have bitten their debtor's servant 
sererely had ho been given into their 
hands, Mr, Ponfold ordered the pol 
to cloar the crowd away, which was done, 
but considering the things that have 
boon done by Chinoso since these failur 
commenced, he would have beon within his 
duty had he arrested some of the banke 
on the spot, A policoman was sont to 
tho Mixed Court yesterday morning to 
report to Chen, who said that such a 
heavy failure would inflict ruin on-many 
and no one could blame the creditors for 
being energetic in trying to recover their 
money, but at the samo time he thought 
they should have sued the bankrupt in 
the Court. ‘This is tho substance of Mr. 
Chen’s speech, as given to us by a Chinese 
who, was present, He added that he 
thought the case of ill-treating this br 
should bo sent before tho city magi 
trate. Mr. Scott, the British Assessor 
expressed great indignation at the in 
juries which had beon inflicted on the 
broker, and suggested that Chen should 
visit him at the Police Court which, we 
understand, he did in the course of the 
day, We have also been informed that 
the shroff whose illtreatment by the cradi 
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tor bankers we nicntioned Inst week; is 
kept tied up so that he can get no sleep. 
‘Wo hope this is untrue ; it is a matter of 
common rumour, but we have not been 
able to ascertain the truth of it. Both 
the men are mere servants of default- 
ing silken, and their being dealt with as 
they have been by the creditors shows 
how ruthless and vindictive Chinese can 
be when their money is lost or endangered. 

‘A’ fow failures ainong the Chinese were 
reported on Monday, but none were of con- 
sequence. ‘The largest amount of liabilities 
was that of a tea hong which ows some 
Taels 62,000, the others wore piece goods 
dealers in a small way of business. 

‘We publish elsewhere an interesting 
account of a interview which took place 
botiwoon Mr, Shishido, late Japanese Mfin- 
ister to Poking, and the Hon. James B. 
Angell, prior to the former’s departure for 
Japan, “It will be observed that the 
Tapaneso Minister asked the advico of his 
colleague on the delicate point whether, 
under the circumstances he detailed, he 
would be justified in tho serious step he 
vas about to take, Mr, Angell replied that 
considering the friendly attitude of his 
own Government towards both China and 
Japan, he could offer no opinion upon the 
merits of the Liuchiu controversy itself; but 
added that assuredly, if in tho recont ne; 
Zotiatious of the United States Commission, 
the Chinese Commissioners had refused to 
sign the troatios aftor they had agreed to 
sign them—a state of affairs which Biz. 
Shishido averred did actually exist in his 
own case—he would have withdrawn from 
the Capital, All this, and much moro, was 
duly reported to Mr. Blaine, Svorotary of 
State, who in reply administered a slight 
roproof to Mr, Angell, telling him that if 
he, Mr. Augell, had occupied a similar 
osition to that of Mr. Shishido, it would 
have boon necessary for him to wait for 
oxplicit instructions from the Department 
at Washington before takiug a0 serious a 
yp as to leave Peking. Mr. Blaine how- 
ever seems to have overlooked -the fact— 
which, indeed, did not transpire publicly 
at tho time, but which is fully stated in the 
despatches before us—that Mr. Shishido 
had meanwhile been appointed Special 
Commissioner with full power to settle the 
Liuchiu question, and full discretion to 
determine whether and when he should 
withdraw from the ital. The Secretary 
of Stato also repudiates any authority or 
ower on the part of General Grant to 
Indicate the polley or eeuthnent of the 
Government of the United Statos. ‘The

Mr. Scott informed the 
prisonors that, being uuder a four months’ 
agreement, they lad no right to go ou 
shore at Shanghai without permission, 
One of the prisoners, who appeared to be 
the ringleader of tho gang, said at first that 
they lad gone on shore to take a sick man 
to soe a doctor ; but afterwards he said his 
reason for going ou shore was to complain 
to the Consul that he was iil-treated. He 
also said that he had asked Captain Keuze’s 
permission before leaving the ship, but 
this, the Captain said, was false. | Mr, 
Scott asked Captain Kraze whether he 
wished the mon to go back to work, and he 
replied that he did not ; he wished them to 
be punished for mutiny. ‘There were, 
however, two of the men who would not 
have misbehaved themselves had they not 
been forced into bad conduct by the others; 
these he was willing to take back, Mr. 
Scott asked these two mon whether they 
wero willing to go back, and they replied 
“no,” with great emphasis. On being 
told ‘that they would either have to go to 
prison or back to the ship thoy chose the 
former alternative. The Court imposed a 
penalty of two weeks’ imprisonment in 
each ease, and directed the Captain to pay 
them each $6.40, balance of wages at $21 
a month, and to deliver up their clothes at 
the consulate.

We take this from the Hongkong Daily 
Press ;—The latest number of the Turkestan 
Gazette brings a fow particulars of the 
present state of things in that part of the 
Empire aud on the Chinese frontier, On 
the 23rd of last month General Tchernaieff 
held his first review of troops at Tashkend, 
and created tremendous enthusiasm by a 
stirring speech, in which he predicted the 
fall of the strongest fortresses of Asia bo- 
fore the valiant army which he waa then 
addressing. Tho number of the force 
presont is not mentioned. ‘The difficultios 
connected with the question of nationality 
on the new Kuldja frontier have not been 
overcome. A constant struggle, says the 
Russian official organ of Central Asi 
going Russian and Chin 
authorities on the spot, to obtain the 
greatest number of subjects from among 
the population—who have the option of 
choosing between Russian and Ohinose 
nationality, No means are spared by the 
Chinese to entice the frontier population 
over to their side, and, being a little more 
expeditious in formalities than the 
Russians, they appear to be gaining over 
the majority in certain districts, ‘The 
Ch Government has sanctioned an 
expenditure amounting to over 1,000,000 

ver roubles for the coustruction of a 
town and Government buildings oight 
versts south of Suyduu.

With reference to the foregoing we 
may add that some time since we 
heard from Peking that owing to the arbi- 

and oppressive acts of the 
itary commandant of lie 
Russia had very numerous and 
found for requiring the Im- 
perial Chinese Government to withdraw 
the obnoxious Chinese General, or—at loast 
—to admonish him to behave with modera- 
tion, and in accordance with the provisions 
of the Tséng treaty. It is, however, well- 
known that the Chinese Government has not 
taken, and probably cannot take, effectual 
steps to satisfy the Russian demands, and 
as in Tonquin, the Chinese Government 
may find that if it cannot do its duty 
the foreign powers concerned will, in 
that case, do—and do thoroughly—what 
the Peking Government cannot. There 
is, we are informed, no doubt what. 
ever that the proceedings of the Chinese 
authorities in Lli-Kuldja are outrageous, 
and will not be permitted any longer, aud 
if Russia intervenes, as she may be forced 
todo, it will be found that the Chine 
are alono to blame, ‘The condition of 
Chinese Eipire beyond the Great Wall 
ought to receive the most auxigus attention 
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of tho Imperial Government. It is very 
well known that Kashgar, Ili, Kuldja, 
aud Mongolia, are in s disaffected state, 
and both anxious and ready to separate 
from hina: IE the slightest encourage- 
mout is given at Khokand by the Rus-

Iu the first place, the 
silkworms of Cochin-china are of a poly- 
voltiue nature, that is they spin their 
cocoons some five times or over during 
the course of the year ; whereas the bivol~ 
tino worms of China yield only two crops 
annually. In thesecond place, themulberry 
plants aro stunted and small, and their 
leaves very coarse, no apparent attention 
being ‘paid to any careful cultivation, 
According to the report of the Silk Cc 
mission both of theso evils can be remedio: 
by a proper system of Te ia 
proposed to cross the native silkworms 
with those of the best quality from China 
and Japan, and so substitute the bivoltine 
species for the polyvoltine by careful 
acclimatisation, and finally, to import 
mulberry trees from the north, while im- 
proving tho culture of the indigenous 
plants, ‘The climate of Cochin-china is said 
to be very favourable to the wily silk- 
worm, and, with a little care, the eocoons 
“might well vie with the best productions 
of the East.” At all events, experiments 
in crossbreeding are now being carried on, 
and the results are so satisfactory that, 
according to the Silk Commiesion, China 
must look to her honours.

RETROSPECT OF 1882. 


SHIPWRECKS IN THE CHINA SEA. 
‘Tum lint of shipwrecks aud disasters at 
eee on the China, Japan and neighbour- 
ing coasts for the year just ended, 
although shorter than that of 1881, is 
by no means iuconsiderable and includes 
several casualties which have dealt 
vory heavily with many in Shanghai. 

During the month of January, only 
two vessels wore reported as having 
been injured or wrecked. The first 
of these was the China Navigation 
Company’s steamer Foockow which had 
‘a vory narrow escape ou the 6th, She 
had left Wahn on the previous day 
with a cargo of rice for Hongkong and 
Canton. After pagsing Chinkiang she 
encountered a strong N.N.W. galo with 
‘a lieavy fall of rain, slect and snow. 
She anchored in 224 ft, of water near 
Dove Nest Buoy and, the bad wenther 
coutinuing, she was thrown on her beam 
orids, with the water up to her hatoh- 
ways, seas broaking over her and the 
tide running like a mill sluice, Two 
boats were manned and loft the steamer 
but tho captain, bis officers and most 
of the orew stayed on and did their 
utmost to gave the vessol, The Customs 
Rovonue Cruiser Kwa-shing came to 
their assistance and they were evon- 
taally resoued and brought to Shang- 
hai; tke Foochow was righted in the 
course of two or three hours when she 
proceeded on to this port, On arrival 
here it was found she had sustained 
no damago; her cargo was re-stowed 
and she resumed her voyage to Hong- 
Kong after an intorval of a day or two. 
‘The other casualty which took place 
in this month was the total loss of the 
British barque Ouba at Keelung on 
the 7th, concerning which full details 
were published in the China Mail and 
reproduced in our columns. No lives 
were. lost. The Ouba was vessel of 
820 tons, built at Alloa in the Firth 
of Forth in 1870 aud renewed and 
remetalled at Hongkong in 1879, 
when her olass A 1, was extonded for 
six years from that date. She was 
the property of Mr. J. F. Carrington 
of Guernsey, was well known on the 
coast of China as a smart, trim little 
. oraft aud had for four years previously 
mide very successful voyages. 
Ou the 7th Febraary the German 
“brig Hermann went ashore at Chivhai 
but was subsequently got afloat after 
some of her cargo had been jettisoned, 
The 8.8, Holyrood left Saigon for Singa- 
"pore on the 22ud February, but never 
reached her destination. According to 
the story of a Chinese cook, the one 
* solitary survivor, sho was lost, with all 
on board, six hours after quitting the 
former port, 
‘The month of March witnessed uo 
wrecks in this part of the world, bat 
* the'deficieney was only too fully com- 
pensated in April, when uo less than 
six vessels came to grief in Eastern 















waters, On the night of the 4th the 
Spanish lorcha Kingdoofoo was lost 
about seventy miles from Woosung, 
near the Centaur Buoy. From the 
statements of the crew, the whole of 
whom were saved, the night was dark 
and rainy, which made it almost 
impossible to see the way ahead. ‘The 
vessel strack against a saudbauk, heeled 
over on her side, filled with water aud 
sauk, The whole of the cargo was 
lost except about a hundred cases of 
kerosene oil, On the 6th April the 
British steamer Yottung broke her 
crank sbaft when near Swatow and 
had to be towed into that port whero 
repairs were aflerwards effected. On 
the 11Uh April the ss, Mary Tatham 
was lust nenr Cape Yerimo on the 
south-enst coast of Yesso, Japan, whilst 
fon passage to: Portland Oregon from 
Nagasaki; tho crew and passengers 
were all saved. It will be remembered 
that the vessel sank and was sub- 
sequently raised only to disappear 
again near Hakodate on the 30th 
August, when eight persons were 
drowued in her, The wreck was 
tually blown up later in tho year. 
Tho next casualty in this month was 
& collision which took place between 
corvette Alert and the Mika. 
1m yacht Jingei Kan about four- 
teon miles south of Hino-misaki. The 
wenthor at the time was perfectly calm 
although a trifle hazy: the two ships 
came closer and closer together and it 
soon became evident to those in tho 
Alert that the other was ignorant 
of their proximity, The steam whistle 
of tho Alert was repeatedly sounded 
and several men shouted to the crow 
of the Jingei Kan, but for some reason 
or another no response was elicited. 
‘Tho stoam yacht continued her course 
and her bow struck the Alert just for- 
ward of the fore rigging, crashing right 
through the vessel's side aud forcing the 
auchor up to the foremast, which was 
splintered by the shock. ‘The ship was 
found to be cnt right down to the 
water’s edge and large quantities of 
water poured in. The starboard guns 
were quickly run over to port in order 
to raise the injured side while the gap 
was stuffed with hammocks and bed- 
ding which were firmly netted over 80 
as to resist pressure. ‘Tho Alert’s head 
was then turned towards Kobe where 
she arrived without further accident. 
On the 25th April tho es. Jason went 
ashore in the Ly-ee-moon Pass, when 
leaving Hongkong for this port, bat on 
the following morning she floated off 
without baving sustained avy injury. 
On the 2let April the British barque 
Garstang was lost iv the Haitan Straits 
whilst on her voyngo from Austra- 
lia to Amoy and the wreck was 
plandered by Chinese.” Fall reports of 
the casualty do not appear to have 
reached this port. During the month 
of Muy there was almost an entire 
absence of marine disasters on the 
China const. ‘There was, however, a 
sudden and severe squall in Hongkong 
ou the 20th, in which several janks 

















came to grief outside that harbour. 
On the 27th the s.s. Sarpedon broke 
her main shaft whilst on the passage 
from Singapore to Hongkong. During 
this month a letter was received from 
Amoy stating that the brig Dmily, 
Capt. Creighton, had beon wrecked of 
the coast of Corea, and all hands lost. 
The Emily had 300 Chinese passengers 
on board. The only two casualties 
recorded during the mouth of June 
were those of the American barques 
Dirigo and Benjamin Aymar, The formor 
wns totally lost on the island of Video 
on the 16th, but the crow were all saved 
and subsequently brought on to Shang- 
bai in ao destitute condition. Tho 
Benjamin Aymar went ashore at Ama 
kusn, on the Japanese coast, on the 
22ud Jane, but was subsequontly got 
off ; no lives were lost. 

On the 21st July the M.B.M. Co.'s 
steamer Kokonoye Maru went ashore 
near Sendai, whilst on passage to 
Hakodate and became a total loss, 
‘The vessel left Yokoliama on the 20th 
July and proceeded all well uutil the 
afternoon of the following day, when her 
course is said to have been changed to 
obtain bearings of Toyama, as fog was 
then threatening. At 6.10 p.m. while 
tho passengers wore at dinner, the fog 
had descended, aud the vessel being 
directed off shore,scrapod over onerock 
and immediately struck hard upon an- 
other. Within three minutes after 
stranding, the engino room filled and 
instant monsures wore adopted for the 
safety of the passengers, who took to 
the boats and pulled for the shore, The 
crow plundored everything they could 
lay their hands on, and their oxamplo 
was followed by people from on shore, 
Tho vessel, as stated above, was 
totally lost; a Marine Court of Eu. 
quiry was subsequently hold at Tokio 
and the master’s certificate was sus. 
pended for threo months, The noxt 
disaster in this month was nearer 
home. On the 80th July the British 
barque Zmpress left Kuchinotz for this 
port Inden with coals. About 11 p.m, 
when near the Kintoau Lightship the 
sails wore furled and the anchors made 
ready to let go, but on account of tho 
strong flood-tide the vessel drifted 
up the river. About 11.80 the barque 
fonled with the s.s. Fuyew, which was 
anchored close to the Lightship, crossed 
her bows and strack her with great 
force. After riding for a short time 
on the steamer’s cables, the Hmpress 
swung round on the Fuyow's port side 
and soon went out of sight. ‘The barque 
struck the steamer with such force that 
the former was out through the side 
and deck nearly to tho hatchway. ‘The 
captain, mates and créw came on to 
Shanghai inthe Fuyewin a destitute con- 
dition, having failed to save anything. 
On the Ist August tho British barque 
Artemisia was wrecked at the entrance 
of the Yangtsze. A Naval Court of 
Enquiry was held here on the 8th 
August, wheu the master was exonerated 
from all blame, it being found that he 
hud taken every precantion to save 
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tho ship, and that the loss was due to 
the extraordinary strength of the tide. 
On the 4th August the British ship 
Jessio Burrill was lost by fire off the 
island of Tung Ying uear Foochow. 
She wasa vessel of 1,369 tons and 
was loaded with 50,105 cases of Kero- 
sene oil and 150 tons of coal from 
New York for the China and Japan 
Trading Company. ‘The details of the 
catastrophe are too lengthy to be repro- 
duced here, but they will be found in the 
North.China Herald of the 11th 
Angust, A Court of Enquiry was sub- 
sequently held, at which the master and 
chiof mate had theircertifiontessuspeud- 
ed for throe and six months respectively. 
On the 6th August tho British steamer 
Hongkong was loat at tho entrance of 
the Haitan Straits, About 11.15 a.m, 
after passing Cap aud Long Yols tho 
ship struck the bottom vory heavily 
uuder the bridge on the starboard side, 
She soon commenced to fill aud event- 
ually sank in the course of the follow- 
ing day, but not before some wreckers 
from on shore had Jooted a considerable 
portion of her cargo. On the 28th 
‘August a collision took placebetwoon the 
P. and O, steamer Pekin, the ship 
Haltio B. Tapley and the tug Ewo, which 
resulted in the death, by drowning, of 
the master of the Inst-named. As this 
accident has formed the subject of a 
prolonged oroner’s Inquest and a 
Tongthened cross-action in the Supremo 
Court, both of which lnve been re- 
ported in these columns, no farther 
roforonco necd now be made to it. 

On tho 4th Soptomber, tho Indo- 
China S.N. Co’s steamer urope was 
totally lost at the entrance of the river 
Min. She bad loft Foochow for Shaug- 
hoi on the samo day and when about 
24 to 3 miles ontside Sharp Peak, 
struck on » supposed sunken rock oat- 
side the Woga Channel. The vessel 
began to fill very rapidly, the oap 
“ran her into shallow water and sho 
eventually stranded in a depth of about 
17 feot. On the 15th September, the 
8.8. Yorkshire, bound for New York 
with a cargo of tea from Japan and 
Shanghai, weut ashore on tho Thalia 
Banke near Amoy, aud was afterwards 
towed off by tho steamers Douglas 
and Hailoong and docked at Amoy, 
whore the little injury she had sus- 
tained was soon repaired. On tho 
29th October, a collision took place 
in tho Yangteze between the British 
steamer Hanyang and the American 
lorcha Annie which resulted in the total 
logs of the former vessel. Ata Naval 
Court held here on the 13th and 14th 
Nov. Capt. Fox, master of the Hanyang, 
was exonerated, but the certificate of the 
mato of that vessel was suspended for 
six months. The closing disaster of 
tho year, that has been recorded, is the 
boiler explosion of the steam Iaunch 
Frilung, which occurred in Hongkong 
harbour on the Gth Nov. last, whon 
the boat was destroyed and seven por- 
sons killed. 

The foregoing is, wo think, a fairly 
correot summary of the year’s black 














list. We have of uecessity been com- 
pelled to notice somo uf the casualtios 
vory briefly in conscquonce of ouly 
scauty information having reached this 
port, while such minor accidents as 
loss of sails, masts, boats, etc.- have 
been omitted as boing of little in- 
terest; had they been included, the 
present article would have extended 
to a gronter length than one limited 
spac will pormit. 





‘THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

‘Tue correspondence between the Elec- 
trio Company and the Municipal Coancil, 
which was pablished iu the last minutes 
of the lattor body, has created great 
interest in the community. Woe believe 
it bas been road with genoral regret, 
Even the shareholders in the Gas Com- 
pany must have felt that the decision 
which the Council bad arrived at would 
disappoint the majority of the residents. 
‘Tho clectrio light had been employed for 
several months to illuminate the band, 
and had been shown in other streets in 
the Settlement. On the Band it had 
proved snccsssfal; giving to it all the 
appearance of being under tho brightest 
moou. Locomotion of all kiuds was 
made pleasant and much safer than 
when the rows of feeble gas lights 
only made darkness visible, and con- 
cealed tho difficulties or davgers which 
might lie between the lamps. Beside 
the electric lights, the yellow twinkle 
of tho gas was probably the most 
forlorn looking thing in the way of 
iMamination that people hero Lad 

But the Municipal Council as guardians 
‘of the purse of the community con- 
sidered the proposals submitted by tho 
Blectric Compavy from a purely econo- 
mical and business poiut of view. So 
far, they were, to some extent, in the 
right. Bat we submit that there aro 
other considerations beyond those of 
expense which skoald have weight 
with residents. ‘The superiority of the 
electric light is cbicf of these, and 
tho desirability of the best possible 
lighting boing provided forourthorough- 
fares is another. It is highly probablo 
that these among other points in 
favour of electric lighting were duly 
considered by the Council, but of that 
we have no evidence, all that we know 
of their deliberations being their result, 
which was made known to the public 
in the official letter of the Secretary. 
Oar attention has been drawn to what 
we are assured is a mistake in that 
communication, where the number of 
gas lamps at present used to illaminate 
tho three districts specified, are stated 
to be ninety-seven. We are informed 
that the actual number of gas lamps in 
ther ‘iets is over one hundred 
id fifty. If the latter number be 
accurate the difference in the cost of 
lighting the -three districts, which are 
referred to in the lettor of the Secretary 
of the Couneil, will diminish the dis- 
parity betweon tho cost of the two 
systems by some two thousand tacls 
per aunum, Should an error of such con- 
sequence have crept into the statements 
































upon which the Council have “based 
their decision, it can hardly be expeoted 
that the community will rest satisfied 
with matters as they have boon placed 
by the Secretary’s letter. Indeed, wo 
shonld oxpect that, if this error -has 
been made, the Conneil will consider 
that they ate again in 9 position to 
re-open the question. Should they do 
so we would enggost that the original 
proposal of the. electric. company, to 
light tho Settlement by means of towers, 
should again be taken up and fully 
considered. J 

So far as our information goes this 
tower system of illaminating has been 
found completely successful in Amerioa, 
aud we understand further that there is 
no instance of street lighting by electrici- 
ly having been abandoned after it had 
once been fairly tried. An arrangement 
could, we should think, be made 
tween the. Council and the Eleotric 
Company of a conditional character, 
by which the former would be released 
from their agreomont if the lighting 
by towers, was, upon fair trial, found 
to be insufficient, or unsuited to the 
settlement. Such @ proviso would i 
deed be necessary, as Bleotrio lighting 
is ag yot in its infancy, and even those 
who have made themselves best ac- 
qnainted with its working, such as 
Dr. Siemens, deal more with conjecture 
than with the results of their experi+ 
euce or the experiences of others, in

on a large scale, ‘The area which each 
lighting district should comprizo varied 
according to tho opinion of different 
witnesses before the recent Pat 
ary Committee, from his own estimate 
of @ quarter of a milo to estimates 
suggested by othors of as much ag 
four square miles.” -Now while ad- 
mitting the authority of Dr. Siemens, 
we at the same time say that elootric 
lighting is too new @ science for 
auy oue to bo considered as @ 
supreme authority in it, A portion of 
Dr. Siemens’s address will be found 
elsewhere, from which it will be seen 
that bis calculations of the relative 
cost of establishing gas and electric 
works were based on the circumstances 
of the parish of St. James, whioh 
differs as greatly from Shanghai 
as do any two places under the sun. 
‘The great point which has to be borne 
in mind here, is that the Settlement 
requires to be lit by the best method, 
Eoonomy is of minor importance. Tho 
Council may be trasted to look 
after the public expenditure, and 
to seo that the community gots fair 
value for its money. -‘That being 
secured, residents will not care to ask 
whether we might not have. gone on 
for a. fow years longer with gas 
lights. 

‘There is not au argument that can 
now be advanced against the Munioipal 
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Counoil illuminating the streets with 
the electric light, which might not 
have been urged twenty years ago, 
whon oil lamps were superseded by gas, 
Too much has been made here by the 
opponents of the electric light of its 
deficiencies during ite recent exhibition 
in the Settlement. It is scarcely fair 
to speak of these as though the ma- 
chinery and establishments of the 
Company had beeu in complete working 
order, instead of both having been 
merely of a makeshift character. The 
‘unsteadiness of the light was inevitable 
under the circumstances; and after 
all there is ® good deal of trath in 
tho retort of a supporter of electricity 
versus gas, that electric lighting as 
lately provided by the Company was 
much neater what « light for domestic 
and other uses should be, than tho 
ges company is able to supply with 
fifteen or sixteon years experience to 
guidethem, and all their plant complete. 
One of the most thorough trials which 
was given to the electric light here was 
on the Wharf of the Obina Merchants’ 
Company, The captains and others in 
the employmentof that Company are un- 
animously in fayourof tho eleotric light. 
It is undoubtedly especially suitable to 
lighting up snch places as wharves, 
and, as ® correspondent pointed out 
the other day, thoroughfares like the 
Maloo, which aro gouotally crowded for 
some time after dusk by loitering 
Chinese. Thore are other places aud 
atreots within the Settlements which are 
but indifferently lighted, and as building 
is rapidly oxtonding it is desirable 
that the lighting of outlying now di 
triots should be amply provided for. 
We suppose it will bo the incoming 
Council which will reconsider the pro- 
posals of the Bleotrio Company, and wo 
have no doubt that the members will 
approach’ the question with minds 
unbiassed by what has already passed.

‘Tae evcentric exploits of the Salvation 
Army have exoited foolings of the most 
various kinds among those who have 
witnessed them or merely read of them. 
The Indiorons aspect of “General” 
Booth’s methods is that which first 
entraps the attention, and it is undeni- 
ablo that there is something exces 
amusing in his imitation of a ry 
hierarchy, bis adoption of military 
dress aud emblems, aud in the solemni- 
ty whorowith he and his staff of officers 
represeut the powers of darkness and 
their terrestrial manifestations as ene- 
mies to be assailed according to the 
rules of ordinary warfare. Bat no 
organisation: such as the Salvation 
Army could outlive a few brief weeks 
if its comic side were anything more 
than & more accident of its formation. 
Now that Iudia has beeu invadod, with, 
it is true, but little success, it is not 
impossible that we in China may lave 
an opportauity of judging tho army, 
or a detachment of it, for ourselves,

the grave aud reverend bishops who 
have more or less unreservedly ap- 
proved the movemeut started by Mr.

classes ; while moralists deplore the 
waning inflaonce of all the old-fashioned 
motives to purity of life, and while 
statesmen seek in to make head 
against the theories which daily mani. 
fest themselves in anti-social conspira- 
cies, an imposing multitude drawn in 
great measure from the same popula. 
tion which recruits the most turbulent 
opponents of moral and political order, 
has banded itself together under a 
discipline moro strict than any imposed 
by the legislature or sanctioned by 
existing churohes. ‘The explanation is 
not far to seek. Human emotion it 
ever fermenting in an indefinite way 
among the masses and ever seeking an 
outlet. On an emergency one mode of 
escape is as good as aucther, Reason 
not infectious, but the emotion: 
and among those people upon whom 
fortune habitually frowns, the religious 
form of emotion however compressed 
and disguised is always existent. Let 
bat some accidental occasion excite 
one small group or even one individual 
to extravagance, and the contagion 
rushes with irresistible force through 
the masses. T! 
bo led into absurdities is inevitable, for 
reason is powerless against the conolu- 
sions of emotion, But that they aro 
not consciously insincere is proved by 
the fuot that the yoluutary incidents of 
their daily life are ruled by their be- 
liefs. This furnishes the only differen. 
tial test betweon true belief and merely 
passive acceptance of dogma. The risk 
is that the emotious which up to @ cer- 
tain point have producedsalatary results 
may at any moment ron riot aud find 
their expression in dissolute practice. 
Payohology is competent to explain 
tho imminence of this dauger, and 
history brings manifold testimony to 
support the warnings drawn from 
goneral scientific principles. Suppos- 
ing, however, that such a consequence 
not anticipated, as it naturally would 
not be by leaders who are themselves 
dominated by enthusiasm, there is a

played in the measures adopted for 
the prolongation of the excitement. 
‘Thas, noisy processions through the 
streets, which are invitations to por. 
secution ; singing and dancing during 
the celebration of what is called wor- 
ship, which are direct inceutives to 
wild hysterical tumult; visions of 
terrific penalties awaiting the sinner 
and of celestial pageants wherein the 
saint is to participate, may it is true 
produce maduess, but when they stop 
short of this effect must at least pro- 
duce an impression so vivid on un- 
tutored minds that it is difficult for 
calm folk to realise its overwhelming 
force. Wisdom is justified of all her 
children. The promoters of the move- 
meut find their justification in the fact 
tbat the majority of people do not 
think, for they are utterly incapable of 
thinking. They only feel, aud tho 
acuteness with which they feel varies 
with their incapacity for Iucid renson- 
ing. It is not until a very advanced 
stage of intellectual development is 
reached that belief is based on judg- 
ment, In the historical order emotion 
precedes reasoning and indeed supplies 
much of the material upon which the 
reason is later on to operate, With 
what degree of wisdom that material 
has been stored up through the agenoy 
of the emotions cannot be determined 
until some goneral conception of order 
and law has been acquired. Tho 
world, however, will not wait for a 
reasonod-out programme of unobjoo- 
tionable emotional demonstrations, and 
cannot wait for the gradual establish- 
mont of a theoretically perfect system 
of morals.

One of the literary events of tho weok is 
the appearance of Mr, Cotter Morisou’s 
‘Macaulay’ in the series of English Men 
of Letters. It soems to have boen the 
protty general opinion during the great 

lifetime that he was a dreadful 
Society. Ho talked brilliantly, 
but he talked too much and too long, and 
with no rogard_whaterer to the interest 
taken in his subject by his hearers. Mr. 
Morison also reproduces the well-worn 
criticism on Macaulay's style of history. 
“We must make our choice,” he writes, 
« betiroon tivo styles of history—the one in 
which the interest centres round human 
characters, and the other in which it con- 
tres round the growth and play of social 
forees.” We have never. been able to 
recoguise and acknowledge this neces- 
sity. Why should not the two styles 
be combined? Or rather, perhaps, why 
should history, written from a philoso- 
phical standpoint such as Mr. Morison 
advocates, be necessarily stripped of every- 
thing that makes it vivid and lifelike— 
that makes the characters stand out like 
living men and women instead of pieces 
onachess-board? Tho very phrase “tm 
styles” is surely misleading. ‘The philoso- 
phical method is one thing ; the attractive 





























style is something else; and one should 
be used to vivify and support the other. 
Besides, it has boon shown that the philo- 
sophical method, by itself, fs apt to load to 
erroneous conclusions ; even Bucklo’s 
monumental work is not free from criticism 
upon this very point. But to -pass on,

It was a ploasure to find, 

among the few names, those of two scholars 


who have been exposed to much abuse on 
account of their connection with foreigners, 
‘They were Mr, Ma Qhén-hai, teacher of 
Chinese to Dr, Schofield and the Rev. A. 
Sowerby of this city, and Mr. Cheng Sha- 
pao, who studies mathematics and other 
branches of cience, Heis a photographer, 
and also, I believe, does something in 
practical chemistry.’ It is curreutly re- 
ported that one of the examinera—the 
chief, I think—is to stay here as the Pro- 
vincial Chancellor of Education, in place 
of Mr. Wang, now retired from office to 
mourn the death of his father. Most of the 
new graduates are busy receiving friends 
who hiave come to congratulate them on 
their success, or studying how to raise tho 
fands required to maintain them in thei 
new position in society. It is usual on 
such Occasious for friends aud well-wishers 
to make the now chiljén prosonts of money 
him in the difticultios with which 
I meet in entering on his now sphoro 
of life.

10,000 
per li, But the very best thing to do, my 
worthy Chinese friends, is to try for your- 
selves, And let me advise you to begin 
with a short length, where a amall outlay 
of capital is sure to yield immense returns. 
Dake a railroad from Peking to ‘Tiontsin, 
and give those old-fashionéd Conservative 
members of the Government an oppor- 
tuuity of seeing and trying tho iron-road, 
with its comfortable carriages drawit by 
iron horses, aud lot them verify for them- 
selves all that they have hoard about them.

military guards of T'ai-yuan Fu turned out 
in full panoply of war and marched to th 
Champ-de-Mars, iron-capped and armour- 
clad, with colours flying, drums beating, 
trumpets sounding, olticers swearing, 
soldiers yelling, and horses neighing to the 
full extent of their lungs, ‘Tho Frosty 
Era is eupposed to be a sombre maiden, 
who requires the united efforts of the 
veteran defenders or guardians of the 
Empire to introduce her annually to 
the public, just as Spring is inaugurated 
by the civil otticers. ‘The sun was shining, 
the wind was blowing, aud a few drops of 
rain were falling, when, by a solemn but 
disorderly procession of the City guards, 
the Sombre Maiden was introduced. 
The festivities of the day were, however, 
ry in consequence of the rain 
which had’ fallen heavily during the fore- 
noon, marring the happiness of many a 
gay young gitl; for here, as elsewhere, 
women somehow fall passionately in love 
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with soldiers’ oonts, army banners and 
pranoing steeds ; and they have few such 
opportunities of airing their han 
faces, pretty dresses and tiny fest. I hope 
the fair creatures will be more fortunate 
next year. 

A three days’ horse-fair has recently 
been held hero, but I saw few ponies worth 
anything, ‘The Mongols appear to have 
found some better market, and very fow 
good ponies come this way now. Soldiers 
and civil officials are the only persons who 
ride ; militery officers, not having learnt 
tho art, are not persuaded to mount any- 
thing beyond carts, What with their own 
taila and the added ones of peacocks 
and squirrels, their flowing robes and 
overcoats, long sleeves and thick-soled 
boots, age and poverty, shame and i 
capacity, fow officers are able to ride, 
and 20, to avoid expenso and exposure of 
their incapacity, they go about on foot or 
in carts. And besides, there aro the dust 
of spring, the heat of summer, tho rain of 
autumn and the cold of winter to be 
avoided, and the covered cart is certainly 
better suited than the saddle to those who 
do not ‘caro to expose themselves to 
little annoyances of climate. ‘There are, 
however, some vory fine mules for sad- 
alo or hari The Governor would 
do well to persuade tho officers to ride 
occasionally. The fair is called by the 
natives the Lo-ma Hui, though in truth 
thore are more pigs aud oxen than mules 
and horses. Careless young men, riding 

cious mules or half-trained horses, made 
the Champ-de-Mars almost as dangerou: 
as if battle hed beon raging. On tho 
first day of tho fair I witnessed a sad 
accident. A man, riding a mule in ordor 
to show off hor gait, knocked down 
fa boy six or eight years old, and tho 
poor child received a kick from a pony 
at the feot of which ho fell. ‘The poor 
boy stiffened at once, as if dead, A friend

This was the 
facility the Chinese gentry asked for and 
which they felt they were justified in ask- 
ing, as the Great Northern,Company, an 
entirely foreign concern, had enjoyed the

But 
there was one great difference in what 
the Chinese Company asked, which the 
Hongkong authorities were apparently too 
obtuse to see, viz., that both ends of the 
submarine cable of the Company's line 
would be in British territory and the whole 
entirely under British control ; cons 
quently no international rights were in- 
volved, as the Chinese expressed them- 
selves willing to submit to all requirements 
the Government might demand. Naturally’ 
the Chinese Government aud the Chinese 
people resent such treatment, and will bo 
more careful than ever of what they con- 
cede to foreigners in future, It is the 
vaunt of many in theso parts that pure 
uthropy induces them to force rail 
d like undertakings on the Chin 
people.

One report had it that he was poisoned by 
is cook at the command of the mandarius, 
and auother that he died of a colic, after 
having partaken of an oyster soup at 
dinner ; but the authentic cause of his 
death has never, to my knowledge, been 
satisfactorily established. Next to this 
was the blowing up of the Dona Maria, 
the flag-ship of the fleet, by a subaltern 
officer setting fire to the powder magazine 
in revenge for some supposed insult he had 
re d from the commander, thus reduc- 
ing the fleet proper to two corvettes aud 
to about half the whole force of fighting 
men, These unfortunate circumstances, 
as may well be supposed, paralyzed the 
Portuguese, and hence their inability to 
prore that Macao is a Portuguese colony 
by treaty as Hongkong is.

I, in common 
with many others, have to either walk or 
drive very often to and from the country 
through the Malo, and I cousider that the 
lighting of that thoroughfare by the pre- 
sent system is not efficient, The aged 











Chinaman and woman, the jinricksha coo- 
lie, the wheelbarrow man and the native 
Jehu, whose movement erratic enough 
in broad daylight, are still more stupid 
in the dim light’ of gas, and the walk 
or drive through the crowded Maloo 
after dark is neither a pleasant nor a safe 
excursion, and I for one should like to see 
it lit by the Electric Light, even though 
it be costly.

DE, 0, W. SIEMENS ON ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

‘These arrangemonts the machinery—for 
producing electric light tc., were supposed 
to be of such superlative merit that gas 
and other illuminants must soon be mat- 
ters simply of history, and hence arose 
the depreciation in gas shares caused by 
the premature announcement in 1878 of the 
accomplishment of the subdivison of the 
electric light by incandescent wire. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that 
any great technical advance is necessarily 








the work of time and of serious labour, and 
that when accomplished, it is generally 
found that, eo far from injuring existing in- 
dustries, if calls additional ones into e 
euce to supply new demands, and thus give 
rise to an increase in the sum total of our 
resources. It was therofore rexsonable to 
expect that, side by side with the ints 
duction of the new illuminant, gas lighting 
will go on improving and extending, 
although the advantage of electric light 
for many applications, such as the light- 
ing of public halls and warehouses, of our 
drawing-rooms aud diniug-raoms, our pas- 
er steamers, our docks and harbours, 
evideut, that its advent might be 
looked upon ‘as a matter of certainty.
